Probably the reason that so many people still deal with grades, 
cross-breds, and scrubs with so much superior breeding stock available 
is because they do not keep accurate records either of casts or returns. 
Results and profits with livestock are dependent very largely upon changes 
in the market levels from year to year. This confuses many people. 
Farmers who feed and market purebred animals under the same con- 
ditions and at the same time that they are feeding and marketing 
poorer quality animals readily prove the greater efficiency and returns 
from the purebreds.
